Once  ao^ain  it  i.s  my  privilege 
to  repo)'t  to  the  members  of  the 
Association  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing that  the  business  and  service 
of  the  Association, 
Progi’css  both  generally  and 
locally,  have  shown  a 
distinct  material  advance  over 
the  preceding  yeait  This  is  true, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
v;mia,  in  its  policy  of  retrench- 
ment, has  appropriated  toward 
the  work  of  the  Association  less 
money  than  formerly,  instead  of 
increasing  the  amount  in  such 
degree  a,s  to  fulfill  its  obligation 
toward  this  group  of  its  handi- 
capped citizens. 

The  most  novel,  in- 
Lioiis  teresting  and  helpful 
Campaign  feature  of  work  dur- 
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ing  the  yeai'  was  that  made 
possible  by  the  Lions’  Clubs 
of  the  State.  At  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the 
Board,  January  14,  1926, 
the  offer  of  the  Lions’  Clubs 
of  Pennsylvania  to  under- 
write a campaign  to  an 
amount  not  less  than  $6,- 
000.00  for  preventing 
blindness,  finding  employ- 
ment for  blind  people  and 
e.xtending  the  membership 
and  branches  of  the  Asso- 
ciation throughout  the 
State  was  unanimously  ac- 
cepted with  e.xpressions  of 
appreciation  and  appr'oval; 
and  a special  meeting  of  the 
Board  was  called  for  Janu- 
ary 21,  on  which  occasion 
Hon.  Henry  E.  Lanius, 
State  Senator  from  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  who 
had  agreed  to  act  as  the 


Field  Ilepreaenlative  in  this  campaign  l)oth  of  the  Association 
and  of  the  Lions’  Clubs,  presented  his  ideas  and  plans  concerning 
the  conduct  of  the  work. 

The  scope  of  this  campaign  of  constructive  educational  public- 
ity may  be  indicated  by  the  following  very  brief  summary  of  the 
activities  of  our  Field  Itepresentative,  Senator  Lanius: 

Thirty-seven  different  centers  or  points  were  visited  for  a 
period  each  of  from  one  day  to  two  weeks.  Thirty-four  Lions’ 
Clubs  wer’e  addressed.  Talks  were  made  to  120  other  civic,  indus- 
trial, educational  and  religious  organizations.  Over  50,000  different 
people  heard  the  message  which  the  Lions  and  the  Association  sent 
them  through  the  Senator,  looking  toward  preventing  blindness, 
finding  employment  for  blind  people  and  extending  the  membership 
and  branches  of  the  Association  throughout  the  State. 

In  all  this  work  the  T, ions’  Clubs  and  the  Lions,  individually, 
have  been  very  helpful ; moreover,  in  dozens  of  localities  the  Lions 
have  been  very  active,  either  in  assisting  the  local  organization  for 
the  blind  or  in  assisting  individual  blind  people.  Thus  it  is  that  the 
action  of  the  Lions’  International  at  their  Cedar  Point  Convention, 
July,  1925,  in  adopting  work  for  the  blind  as  their  major'  activity, 
has  borne  good  fruit  here  in  Pennsylvania,  where  it  is  hoped  that  a 
candle  has  been  lighted  which  will  be  of  inestimable  service  in  lead- 
ing blind  people  into  highei'  and  more  profitable  spheres  of  activity. 

In  addition  to  the  impetus  given  our  work  for  the  prevention 
of  blindness  by  the  Lions’  Clubs  campaign,  we  are  happy  to  report 
the  establishment  of  a definite  Preventicn  of  Blindness  Department 
in  connection  with  the  Association’s  Wiikes-Barre  Branch.  This 
department  came  into  being  in  September.  1926,  and  is  in  charge  of 
a regular  Registered  Nurse,  Miss  Anna  M.  Yeosock, 
Prevention  (Page  32).  The  Pittsburgh  Branch  has  oper'ated  a 
of  Blindness  Prevention  Department  for  a great  many  years  un- 
der the  direction  of  Mrs.  Etta  M.  Kelley,  R.  N.  Al- 
though our  Branches  at  Scranton,  Harrisburg,  Lancaster,  Oil  City 
and  our  office  at  Philadelphia  have  no  regular  Prevention  of  Blind- 
ness Departments',  much  prevention  w'ork  is  done  thr'ough  these 

centers.  Approximately  350  persons, 
suffering  from  various  phases  and  de- 
grees of  eye  trouble,  have  received 
prompt  and  beneficial  attention  through 
the  combined  services  of  the  Associa- 
tion’s several  Branches. 

The  year'  1926  has  shown  a marked 
advance  in  the  Association’s  policy  and 
practice  of  placing  blind  people  in  indus- 
try among  the  seeing  and  in  setting  them 
up  in  small  business  enterprises  of  their 
own.  The  principal  activity  along  this 
line  has  been  in  connection  with  the  Pittsburgh  Branch,  where  the 
blind  people  served  through  our  Placement  Depart- 
Blind  People  ment,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Guy  II.  Nickeson,  himself 
in  Industry  blind,  have  leceived  during  the  year  a total  sum  in 
wages  of  approximately  $18,500.00.  As  this  money 
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is  either  paid  directly  to  the  blind  !)y  their  several  employers  or  is 
received  by  them  as  profit  on  their  individual  business,  no  record  of 
it  will  be  found  upon  our'  books;  but  it  is  a concrete  measure  of  a 
vedy  definite  service  ren- 
dered by  the  Association. 

Each  of  our  other 
branches  has,  during  the 
year,  made  one  or  mo)'e 
placements  of  blind 
people  in  industries  with 
proportionately  good  re- 
sults; and  Mr.  Nickeson, 
above  referred  to,  spent  ten 
days  early  in  December  in 
Wilkes-Barre,  initiating  a 
local  blind  man  in  the  art  of 
placement  work  with  a view 
of  his  possible  employment 
in  this  connection  by  our 
Wilkes-Barre  Branch. 

The  I'egular  work  of 
aid  and  entertain- 
ment carried  on  by 
the  Social  Service 
Committees  of  our 
Branches,  and  es- 
pecially that  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh Branch,  has  been  con- 
ducted with  more  than  the 
usual  success,  as  will  be 
shown  by  the  more  detailed 
reports  of  the  Branches.  Special  mention  is  here  made  of  the  activity 

of  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the 
Association  itself  and  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh Branch  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  our  First  Vice-President,  Mrs. 
M.  Bu.dlander,  who  was  instrumental 
in  founding  the  Association  in  1910, 
and  who  has  been  most  faithful  in  its 
work  ever  since.  This  Committee, 
which  had  given  each  year'  an  annual 
picnic  for  the  blind  in  Schenley  Park, 
Pittsburgh,  substituted  for  it  in  June, 
1926,  an  all-da.v  boat  excursion  down  the 
Ohio  River  to  Walnut  Beach.  This  event 
was  financed  by  the  sale  of  Patron-Pa- 
troness tickets,  as  well  as  trip  tickets, 
every  blind  person  and  his  guide  re- 
ceiving transportation,  meals  and  entei'- 
tainment  free  of  cost. 

When  all  expenses  w'ere  paid  the 
Committee  found  it  had  a margain 
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of  al  out  $4,000.00,  which  it  g-raciously  turned  over  to  the 
Pittsburgh  Workship  to  he’p  meei,  its  deficit.  Moreover,  this  Com- 
mittee conducted  a Tag  Day  for  the  Association’s”  Pittsburgh 
Branch  in  October,  1926,  the  funds  from  which,  approximating 
$7,000.00,  aided  materially  towai'd  meeting  the  above-mentioned  de- 
ficit. It  should  be  mentioned  here  that  in  the  absence  of  a “Com- 
munity Chest”  such  as  exists  in  nearly  every  city  where  the  Asso- 
ciation’s other  Branches  are  located,  the  Pittsburgh  Branch  is  under 
the  necessity  of  going  to  the  public  directly  to  secure  the  funds 
necessary  to  meet  its  deficit.  The  members  of  this  Social  Service 
Committee,  furthermore,  assisted  in  their  usual  efficient  manner  in 
connection  with  the  “Week  for  the  Blind,”  which  was  conducted  last 
year  with  unusually  marked  success,  with  Mrs.  Ambr'ose  N.  Diehl  as 
Chairman. 
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In  this  connection,  also,  the  “Evening  of  Pleasure  for  the  Blind,” 
sponsored  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Pittsburgh  and  held  at  the  Syria 
Mosque  in  the  form  of  a dinner  and  entertainment  December  15  is 
gratefully  mentioned  as  an  event  of  exceptional  value  to  the  blind 
socially  and  financially,  entertaining  close  to  four  hundred  blind  per- 
sons and  guides,  and  netting  about  $6,000.00  toward  the  maintenance 
ot  the  Association  s work. 


The  actual  business  of  the  Association  in  all  its  branches  has 
giown  steadily  for  several  years  past,  and  the  year  1926,  is  no  excep- 
tion to  the  rule.  The  sales  of  the  Pittsburgh  Branch  alone  fo^  the 
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year  1925,  were  $83,330.72,  whi'.e  those  for  the  year  1926 
Business  were  $86,105.50.  Owing  partly  to  the  material  increase. 
Growth  in  February,  1926,  in  the  wages  paid  the  blind  workers  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Branch,  due  to  an  incr'ease  in  union  rates, 
the  amount  of  money  paid  the  blind  by  the  Association  through  all 
its  Branches  was  very  much  greater  in  1926  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding year;  a fact  very  gratifying  to  us  all. 

The  State  Council  for  the  Blind,  of  which  Mrs.  Mary  Dranga 
Campbell  is  the  E.xecutive  Director,  has  become,  during  1926,  a real 
factor  in  Pennsylvania’s  W'ork  for  the  blind;  and  Mrs. 
State  Campbell,  together  with  her  two  assistants,  Mr.  George 
Council  Hackenburg  and  Miss  Mary  Miller,  has  been  very  helpful 
in  aiding  the  Association,  through  advice,  surveys,  etc.,  in 
developing  its  work  throughout  the  State. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Council,  an  ideal  exhibit  of  work  for 
and  by  the  blind  was  held  in  the  Palace  of  Education  in  connection 
with  the  Philadelphia  Sesqui-Centennial,  toward  the  operation  of 
which  it  was  our  privilege  to  furnish  hosts  and  hostesses  in  charge 
of  the  booth  for  an  aggregate  period  of  five  weeks. 

While  the  State  Coun- 
cil for  the  Blind 
in  its  capacity  of  “Admin- 
istrative Departmental 
Activity,’’  unde  r the 
State  Department  of  Wel- 
fare, is  not  privileged  to 
pass  upon  the  actual 
amount  of  appropriations 
requested  of  the  State  by 
the  several  organizations 
for  the  blind,  it  is  privi- 
leged and  expected  to 
pass  upon  the  plans  of 
these  organizations  for 
developing  w'ork  for  the 
blind  throughout  the 
State.  Accordingly,  the 
Council  has  unanimously 
approved  the  policy  and 
plans  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Association  for  the  Blind, 
Inc.,  for  the  biennium 
192'7-1929,  including  the 
creation  of  centers  for 
the  blind  in  ever'y  com- 
munity possible,  w'here 
the  number  and  needs  of 
the  blind  people  are  suffi- 
cient to  justify  such  ac- 
tion, and  including  the 
employment  of  a Field 
Representative,  a Sales 
Manager,  a Placement  or 
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Employment  Agent  and  an  expert  in  general  charge  of  our  Preven- 
tion of  Blindness  Work— the  functions  of  all  of  whom  are  to  develop 
and  standardize  the  work  of  theih  several  spheres  throughout  the 
various  centers  of  the  Association. 

The  Association  has,  through  its  Executive  Secretary,  kept  in 
touch  dining  the  year  not  only  with  other  social  agencies  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  Pennsylvania,  hut  has  co-operated  with  the  National  Com- 
mittee for  the  Pi'evention  of  Blindness,  the  American 
Outside  Foundation  for  the  Blind,  the  American  Association 
Activities  of  Workers  for  the  Blind,  the  American  Association  of 
Instructors  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Association  of  Exe- 
cutives of  Commissions  and  Associations  for  the  Blind.  In  this  way 
the  very  best  thought  and  practice  in  work  for  the  blind  has  been 
bi  ought  to  bear  in  the  development  of  our  own  work  in  Pennsylvania.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  TO  THE  HOARD 
OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  ASSOCIATION 
FOR  THE  BLIND,  INC.,  FOR  THE  YEAR  1926 


The  most  important  development,  perhaps,  dur'ing  the  year 
1926,  so  far  as  the  future  of  work  for  the  blind  in  Pennsylvania  is 
concerned,  is  that  of  the  Council  for  the  Blind,  a departmental  activ- 
ity of  the  State  Welfare  Department,  of  which  Council  Mrs.  Mary 
Dranga  Campbell  is  the  Executive  Director. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Council  two  confer'ences  of  workers 
for  the  blind  in  Pennsylvania  have  been  held  in  Harrisburg,  and  a 
number  of  interviews  with  smaller  groups  of  such 
Stale  Council  workers  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  including  Phila- 
for  Ihe  Blind  delphia,  Wilkes-Barre  and  Pittsburgh,  Resulting  in 
a better  understanding  and  closer  co-operation  as 
regards  the  aims  and  objects  common  to  us  all.  The  Council  has 
been  helpful,  both  to  the  Pennsylvania  Working  Home  for  Blind  Men 
and  to  the  Pittsburgh  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for 
the  Blind,  Inc.,  in  bringing  about  the  discontinuance  of  the  manufac- 
ture of  brooms  and  mops  in  the  penal  institutions  of  the  State,  and  in 
effecting,  in  large  measure,  the  transfer  of  this  business  to  these 
organizations. 

At  the  request  of  all  the  Pennsylvania  organizations  for  the 
blind  the  Council,  August  1 to  November  30, 1926,  held,  in  the  Palace 
of  Education  at  the  Sesqui-Centennial,  an  exhibit,  (See  Page  28), 
repre.sentative  of  the  work  for  and  by  the  blind  in  the  United  States ; 
for  which  it  was  awarded  a medal  of  honor,  the  second  highest  class 
of  awards  given  by  the  Sesqui-Centennial  Exposition. 

The  Council  has  co-operated,  through  its  Executive  Director, 
both  by  advice  and  service,  with  the  Association,  responding  to  its 
invitations,  in  connection  with  the  Lions  Clubs  Campaign,  (Page 
12),  to  make  surveys  of  the  conditions  of  the  blind,  looking  toward 
the  establishment  of  permanent  work  in  given  localities.  The  Coun- 
cil’s Field  Representatives  have  completed  such  surveys  in  Lancas- 
ter, Blair,  Venango,  Lawrence  and  Northampton  Counties;  which 
have  already  resulted  in  the  organization  of  Branch  Committees  of 
the  Association  in  Lancaster,  Oil  City,  Altoona  and  Johnstown  and 
have  furnished  the  Association  with  invaluable  data  tor  use  in  the 
development  of  its  work. 

Moreover,  as  stated  in  the  President’s  message,  the  Council  has 
unanimously  endorsed  the  plans  of  the  Association  for  the  biennium 
1927-1929,  an  action  calculated  to  be  very  helpful  in  the  development 
of  State-wide  work  for  the  blind  and  entirely  in  line  with  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Council  was  created. 

In  December,  192.5,  the  Lions’  Clubs  of  Pennsylvania,  through 
their  State  Committee  on  Work  for  the  Blind,  of  which  Mr.  W.  A. 
Royston,  Jr.,  is  Chairman,  offered  to  underwrite  the  amount  of 
$6,000.00  a campaign  for  the  prevention  of  blindness,  the  employ- 
ment of  capable  blind  people,  and  to  this  end  an  in- 
Lions  Club  creased  enrollment  of  members  and  donors  in  the 
Campaign  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind.  Inc.,  which 
generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Association  at  its  regular  meeting  in  January,  1926.  Hon. 
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Ileniy  E.  Lanius,  (Page  5),  State  Senator  from  \ ork  County  him- 
self blind,  was  chosen  as  the  Field  Representative  for  both  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Lions  in  prosecution  of  this  campaign.  A concrete 

summary  of  the  results  of  this 

undertaking  is  given  in  the  Presi- 
ddent's  message,  (Page  6.)  In- 
creased activity  in  woi'k  for  the 
blind  is  noticealile  throughout  the 
State.  This  renewed  interest  *s 
partly  due  to  the  leadership  of  our 
newly  created  Council  for  the  Blind, 
but  its  principal  inspiration  has 
come  through  the  educational  pub- 
licity incident  to  the  campaign 
made  possible  by  the  co-operation 
of  the  Lions  Clubs  of  Penn- 
sylvania. There  are  very  few 
Lions  Clubs  in  the  State  which 
cannot  show  a record  of  one  or  more 
concrete  contributions  of  a pei'sonal 
or  financial  nature  to  work  for  the 
blind,  several  of  which  activities, 
such  as  the  so-called  “School  for 
the  Blind,”  sponsored  by  the  Lions 
Clubs  of  York,  had  been  undei'- 
taken  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
campaign  in  question. 

The  greatest  concr'ete  contribution  made,  during  the  year,  by 
any  one  Lions  Club  of  the  State  is  that  resulting  from  “An  Evening 
of  Pleasure  for  the  Blind,”  given  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Pittsburgh 
at  the  Syria  Mosque,  December  15,  1926.  On  this  occasion  175  blind 
people  and  their  guides  were  given  a dinner  and  entertainment  free 
of  cost  to  them,  and  a sum  upwards  of  $6,200.00  was  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind,  Inc.,  toward 
meeting  its  deficit  on  operation  for'  the  year  1926.  An  important 
feature  in  connection  with  this  evening  of  pleasui'e  was  a brief  mes- 
sage by  Mr.  William  A.  Westfall,  President  of  the  Lions  Interna- 
tional, which  was  relayed  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
country  to  blind  people  in  their  homes,  and  especially  to  groups  of 
blind  people  assembled,  here  and  there,  by  Lions  Clubs  interested  in 
the  work. 

Through  the  good  offices  of  the  several  Branches  of  the  Associ- 
ation, approximately  350  persons,  with  varying  degrees  of  eye 
trouble,  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  Opthalmologists,  the  vast 
majority  of  whom  have  received  some  measure  of 
Prevention  benefit,  and  a considerable  number  of  whom  have 
of  Blindness  been  cured  entirely  or  given  practical  vision  through 
the  use  of  proper  glasses.  The  emphasis  laid  upon 
the  importance  of  preventing  unnecessary  blindness  by  Hon.  Plenry 
E.  Lanius,  (Page  5),  himself  blind,  in  his  capacity  as  Field  Repre- 
sentative of  the  Association  in  the  Lions  Club  Campaign,  has  focused

much  public  attention  upon  this  question,  the  reaction  from  which 

has  been  noticeable  in  more  than 
one  dii'cetion.  Coincidentally,  at 
least  with  this  campaif>;n  of  preven- 
tion, and  suiisequent  to  an  intei’- 
view  of  Senator  Lanius  on  the  sub- 
ject with  the  State  Secretai'y  of 
Health,  Dr.  Charles  H.  Miner, 
comes  an  order  from  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  use  of  proper  prophy- 
lactic in  the  eyes  of  all  new-born 
'babies,  a practice  calculated  to  re- 
duce Opthalmia  Neonatorum  to  a 
negligible  minimum. 

An  effort  has  also  been  made 
throughout  the  entire  campaign  to 
stress  the  importance,  in  educa-

tional  circles,  oi  providing  special 
classes  in  public  schools  for  children  with  weak  or  defective  vision 
(not  blind),  wherever  the  number  of  such  children  is  sufficient  to 
justify  taking  advantage  of  the  State  Law  providing  funds  for  this 
purpose.  The  sight  of  such  children  is  thus  spared  undue  strain  and 
usually  becomes  strong  enough  after  a time  for  them  to  be  restored 
to  their  nomial  places  in  the  school  system.  The  only  sight  saving 
classes  in  Pennsylvania  at  present  are  found  in  Philadelphia,  but 
Johnstown,  Pittsburgh  and  a few  other  centers  ar’e  seriously  consid- 
ering their  introduction  in  the  near  future.

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The  economic  saving  to  the  community,  which  results  from  pre- 
vention of  blindness  work,  is  almost  beyond  belief.  Estimating  the 
earning  capacity  of  a per'son  with  his  eye-sight  as  $1,000.00  greater 
annually  than  that  of  a blind  person,  and  assuming  30  years  as  the 
average  working’  period  of  a lifetime,  we  have  a saving  to  the  coni- 
munity  in  actual  earnings  alone  on  each  case  where  sight  is  pre- 
sei-ved,  of  the  sum  of  $30,000.  This  economic  saving  multiplied  by 
40,  the  number  who,  without  treatment  is  conservatively  estimated 
would  have  become  blind,  shows  a saving  of  $1,200,000. 

The  employment  of  blind  people  in  industries  among  the  seeing, 
in  small  businesses  of  their  own  and  in  certain  professional  lines  has 
r'eceived  a great  deal  of  attention  during  the  last  few  years;  and  our 
Association,  through  its  placement  representatives,  Mr.  Guy  H. 

Nickeson,  of  Pittsburgh,  and  Mr.  Liborio  Delfino, 
Blind  People  in  of  Philadelphia,  both  of  whom  are  blind,  has 
Industries,  Small  made  marked  progress  during  the  year  just 
Businesses  and  passed.  Mr.  Delfino,  as  Field  Officer  of  the  Penn- 
Professions  sylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the 
Blind,  was  the  pioneer  in  this  work  foT  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  Jersey  and  Delaware,  and  has  for  nearly  a quarter  of  a 
century  given  comfort  and  happiness  to  scores  of  blind  people  by 
finding  for  them  remunerative  work  in  industries  among  the  seeing, 
in  businesses  of  their  own  and  along  professional  lines.  He  has  for 
several  years  past  also  Represented  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for 
the  Blind,  Inc.,  in  Philadelphia. 

A study  of  123  graduates  and  former  pupils  of  the  Penns.ylvania 
Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind,  prepared  by  Mr.  Delfino 
and  published  in  the  Ninety-fourth  Annual  Report  of  that  institu- 
tion, shows  the  following  interesting  results :

During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1926,  $20,826.77  was  paid 
through  the  E.xchange  to  76  individuals  and  to  2 organizations  work- 
ing for  the  blind  in  varying  amounts  according  to  the  wor'k  done  by 
each.  Of  these  76  persons,  19  are  present  pupils  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind,  43  are  former  pupils  of 
that  institution,  and  2 are  former  pupils  of  other  schools;  while  12 
acquired  blindness  in  adult  life.

A few  placements  in  industries,  etc.,  have  been  made  in  connec- 
tion with  our  Branches  at  Scranton,  Wilkes-Barre  and  Harrisburg, 
but  the  principal  fomard  step  during  1926  has  been  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Association’s  Pittsburgh  Branch,  where  a portion  of 
the  salary  of  the  Placement  Representative  is  home  by  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  School  for  the  Blind,  thus  making  Mr.  Nickeson  the 
field  officer  of  that  school  somewhat  in  the  same  sense  that  Mr. 
Delfino  is  the  after-care,  or  follow-up  agent  of  the  Pennsylvania  In- 
stitution for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind.  This  arrangement  ties  in 
the  after-care  activities  of  the  two  Pennsylvania  Schools  for  the 
young  blind  with  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind,  Inc.,  in 
a manner  calculated  to  prevent  duplication  of  effort  and  to  promote 
the  interests  of  graduates  of  these  two  schools  for  the  blind,  espe- 
cially along  remunerative  lines.

Mr.  Nickeson’s  report  shows  for  the  year  1926  the  employment 
of  26  blind  people  distributed  as  follows:  Five  operating  refresh- 
ment or  food  stands ; 9 employed  in  plants  among  the  seeing ; 2 oper- 
ating news  corners;  2 employed  as  piano  tuners  in  music  stores,  and 
8 engaged  in  itinerant  piano  tuning  and  musical  entertainment.  A 
comparison  of  the  figiu'es  for  January,  the  first  month  of  the  year, 
and  those  of  December,  the  last  month,  gives  a clear  idea  of  the  pro- 
gressive development  of  this  work  during  1926.  In  January,  1926, 
the  total  income  to  the  15  blind  persons  then  employed  through  this 
department  was  $853.00,  an  average  of  $59.53  per  person  per  month, 
while  in  December  the  total  income  to  the  26  blind  persons  employed 
was  $2,177.20,  an  average  of  $83.74  per  person  per  month.  The  total

income  secured  to  the  blind  during  the  j^ear,  through  this  depart- 
ment, none  of  which  is  paid  through  the  office  of  the  Association, 
was  $18,483.10,  which,  as  the  work  develops,  will  increase  progress- 
ively year  by  year',  both  as  regards  the  number  of  blind  employed 
and  the  total  amount  of  remuneration  received.  The  number  26  in 
the  foregoing  does  not  include  temporary  or  short-time  placements 
made  during  the  year;  nor  does  it  include  blind  people  owing  their 
employment  to  their  own  initiative  or  to  some  influence  other  than 
that  of  the  Association.

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As  indicated  in  the  foregoing,  special  effort  is  made  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, through  all  its  Branches,  to  secure  piano  tuning  and  repair- 
ing for  blind  men  especially  trained  and  equipped  to  do  this  kind  of 
work.  In  like  manner,  music  pupils  and  musical  engagements  art 
solicited  for  our  blind  musicians  especially  educated  to  render  these 
services  to  the  seeing  public,  and  our  “Pablom  Orchesti'a,”  consist- 
ing entirely  of  blind  musicians,  is  rapidly  taking  its  place  among  the 
small  orchestras  rendering  dance  music  and  other  forms  of  enter- 
tainment in  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity. 

Blind  people  of  independent  initiative  have  from  time  imme- 
morial wrested  from  the  busy  world  of  competition  their  share  of  its 
social  and  economic  emoluments,  and  the  vicinity  of  which  Pitts- 
burgh is  the  center,  (adequate  data  for  the  State  as  a whole  not 
being  available),  boasts  a fair  percentage  of  such  capable  blind  citi- 
zens. The  following  data  is  probably  incomplete,  but  its  analysis  will 
be  interesting  to  our  more  thoughtful  readers : 

Not  under  supervision  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the 
Blind  in  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity,  our  records  show  70  blind  people 
employed  as  follows:  Seventeen  operating  small  businesses  of  their 
own;  8 piano  tuners  employed  by  music  stor'es;  5 engaged  in  itiner- 
ant piano  tuning;  5 employed  as  teachers  in  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania School  for  the  Blind;  1 instructing  adult  blind  in  their  homes 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching  Society  for 
the  Blind ; 1 conducting  classes  for  the  blind  in  a public  school ; 4 
employed  giving  piivate  music  lessons;  5 salesmen  handling  goods 
other  than  those  made  by  the  blind ; 6 news  dealers ; 1 chiropractor ; 
1 State  Representative,  and  16  employed  by  various  oPganizatoins, 
such  as  the  Associated  Charities,  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  Radio  Entertainment  Company,  etc.,  etc. 

In  any  philanthropic  work  such  as  that  done  by  our  Association 
in  each  and  all  of  its  Branches,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  realize,  and 
hence  to  estimate,  the  extent  of  the  valuable  service  rendered  by 
those  who  give  their  time  and  service  free  of  charge. 
Voluntary  The  least  we  can  do  is  to  make  such  invaluable  fj'iends 
Workers  feel  our  sincere  appreciation  of  this  sort  of  service,  and 
the  Executive  Secretary,  his  Branch  Secretaries  and 
other  staff  officers  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  such  service 
whenever  opportunity  affords.  A partial  list  of  clubs,  organizations 
and  individuals  rendering  voluntary  service  to  the  Pittsburgh 
Branch  during  1926  is  found  on  pages  41-42,  and  like  credit  is  simi- 
larly gven  in  connection  with  the  special  reports  of  the  other'  Branch- 
es. Our  cordial  thanks  and  appreciation  are  hereby  extended  indi- 
vidually and  collectively  to  all  those  helpfully  sympathetic  friends. 
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The  Association’s  Social  Service  Committees  have  done  their 
accustomed  good  sei’vice  in  connection  with  the  work  of  each  and  all 
Branches  in  providing  aid  and  entertainment  to  the  blind  through- 
out the  year.  For  a statement  of  this  work,  othei'  than 
Social  that  done  in  connection  with  the  Pittsburgh  Branch,  see 
Service  special  reports  from  the  Lackawanna,  Wilkes-BaiTo  and 
Dauphin  County  Branches. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Social  Sei'vice  Committee  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Pittsburgh  Branch,  special  dinners  and  lunches  have 
been  provided  the  blind  worker's,  an  all-day  boat  excursion  to  Walnut 
Beach  was  given,  furnishing  enjoyment  for  over  300  blind  people 
and  their  guides,  and  a Tag  Day  was  held  to  assist  in  meeting  the 
Association’s  operating  deficit.  The  amount  expended  during  the 
year  1926  by  this  Committee  for  aid  and  entertainment,  exclusive  of 
personal  service,  clothing  and  other  donations,  was  $1,120.60.  In 
addition  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  as  a whole,  the  individual 
members  have  rendered  invaluable  service  in  many  other  directions, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  Pittsburgh  Week  for  the  Blind. 

The  WEEK  FOR  THE  BLIND,  under  the  joint  direc- 
tion of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  School  for  the  Blind  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind,  Inc.,  held  April  20  to  22, 

inclusive,  in  the  Wabash  Build- 
Building,  Pitts- 
Week  for  burgh,  with  Mrs. 
the  Blind  Ambrose  N.  Diehl 
as  General  Chair- 
man, provided  unparalleled 
educational  publicity  of  work 
for  the  blind  in  Pennsylvania. 
As  this  was  the  third  annual 
event  of  this  kind,  the  fibst 
two  having  been  held  under 
the  general  chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  William  Frew,  we  feel 
that  it  is  fast  becoming  a per- 
manent and  regularly  recur- 
ring institution  in  our  local 
work  for  the  blind.  Practic- 
ally every  religious  organiza- 
tion and  civic  club  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  vicinity  take  part 
on  this  occasion. 

This  event  of  educational 
publicity  brings  thousands  of 
seeing  people  to  witness,  many 
of  them  for'  the  first  time,  ca- 
pable blind  people  woi’king  at 
various  occupations,  while, 
placing  on  sale  articles  made 
by  the  blind,  the  occasion  fur- 
nishes the  Pittsburgh  Workshop  for  the  Blind  an  opportunity  to 
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dispose  of  considerable  of  its  its  blind-made  goods.  Moreover,  the 
advertisement  thus  given  serves  to  swell  the  sales  of  that  organiza- 
tion throughout  the  entire  year.  The  expense  of  conducting  the 
“Week”  is  met  from  the  receipts  of  the  Tea  Room  held  in  connection 
therewith,  surplus  receipts,  if  any,  being  divided  equally  between 
the  Western  Pennsylvania  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Pennsylvania 
Association  for  the  Blind,  Inc.  The  growth  of  the  Week  for  the 
Blind,  expressed  in  the  total  of  attendance,  receipts  from  sales,  tea, 
etc.,  for'  the  three  successive  years  is  represented  in  almost  the 
exact  relation  of  one,  two,  three,  I'espectively. 

To  Mrs.  Diehl  and  her  large  corps  of  able  and  devoted  assistants 
we  both  owe  and  heartily  express  our  sincere  appreciation  for'  the 
excellent  service  rendered  during  the  third  of  these  most  helpful 
events.

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Our  dictaphone  typist  is  seen  in  the  accompanying  picture, 
where  he  is  also  shown  operating  a telephone  switchboard,  l:oth  of 
which  operations  he  perfor'ms  with  amazing  accuracy,  although  he 
is  interrupted  from  time  to  time  to  furnish  general 
Dictaphone  information  to  visitors  and  other  callers.  He  has 
Typing,  Etc.  operated  the  dictaphone  and  typewriter  at  each  of 
our  “Weeks  for  the  Blind,”  where  he  has  now  consid- 
erable reputation  as  a champion  checker  player,  and  has  demon- 
strated his  skill  at  cards.  Almost  every  business  community  of  any 
considerable  size,  excepting  Pittsburgh,  employs  one  or  more  blind 
dictaphone  typists  and  telephone  switchboard  operators,  and  their 
work  is  uniformly  satisfactory  to  their  employers. 
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Many  blind  men,  especially  those  with  practical  sight  like  Mr. 
Eugene  Morgret,  make  very  successful  salesmen.  Mr.  Morgret  has 
sold  brooms  and  mops  for  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the 
Blind,  as  a salesman  of  its  Pittsburgh  Branch,  for  several  years 
past.  So  successful  has  ho  been 
that,  as  we  go  to  press,  an  ar- 
rangement has  been  made  by 
which  he  will  exercise  direct 
personal  supervision  over'  the 
entire  sales  business  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Workshop  i n 
brooms,  mops,  brushes  and 
chair  caning,  will  assist  other 
blind  salesmen  in  securing 
more  business  and  will  him- 
self continue  to  secure  more 
new  business. 

The  growth  of  business 
throughout  the  several 
Branches  of  the  Association 
has  been  somewhat  more  en- 
couraging during  1926  than  it 
was  during  the 
Growth  of  preceding  year.

The  increase  of  business, 
especially  in  brooms  and 
mops,  in  connection  with 
the  Pittsburgh  Workshop, 
is  largely  due  to  the  good 
judgment  and  efficiency  of 
the  Supervisoi'  of  the  Men’s 
Department,  Mr.  Harry  L. 
Glickson,  whose  untiring 
faithfulness  to  duty,  with- 
out regard  to  hours  of  serv- 
ice, render  him  an  invalu- 
able officer.  Mr.  Glickson 
has  partial  sight  only,  and 
his  success  is  one  more  jus- 
tification of  the  Associa- 
tion’s policy  of  employing 
blind  and  partially  blind  ex- 
ecutives.

The  second  oldest  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for 
the  Blind,  Inc.,  the  fir'st  having  been  organized  in  Pittsbui’gh,  is  the 
Lackawanna  County  Branch,  located  at  Scranton, 
Lackawanna  Pa.,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  the  pre- 
County  Branch  ceding  pages.  The  Executive  Secretary  visits  all 
the  Branches  at  least  four  times  each  year,  and  on 
other  occasions  when  his  services  are  desired  for'  administrative  rea- 
sons. The  following  is  a brief  summary,  by  Col.  L.  A.  VVatres,  Chair- 
man of  the  Com.mittee  on  Lackawanna  County  Branch,  of  the  work 
done  in  this  Branch,  as  submitted  by  the  local  executive.  Superinten- 
dent Francis  S.  Graves,  himself  blind : 

Real  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Lackawanna  Branch  during 
1926.  We  have  served  more  blind  persons  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  while  our  attainments  are  meager  com- 
Colonel  Watres’  pared  to  the  great  need  of  these  handicapped  citi- 
Report  zens,  with  the  splendid  co-operation  and  very 

material  aid  of  our  Board  of  Managers,  Staff  of 
Physicians,  Lions  Clubs,  Entertainment  Committee  and  many  other 
seeing  friends,  we  feel  that  we  have  not  only  ministered,  so  far  as 
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we  could,  to  the  physical  needs  of 
the  blind  in  our  county,  but  have 
lighted  the  candle  of  inspiration 
and  cheer  in  the  souls  of  many. 

The  true  measure  of  any  work 
that  attempts  to  reconstruct  the 
lives  of  those  who  have  met  with 
misfortune  is  service.  The  num- 
ber of  dollars  ear'ned  is  not  the 
yard  stick  that  will  adequately 
determine  the  amount  of  good  ac- 
complished. The  economic  stand- 
ing is,  of  cou]'se,  paramount,  al- 
though secondary  when  viewed 
from  the  larger  angle  of  service. 
For,  after  all,  happiness  is  the 
true  aim  of  service,  and  industry 
among  the  handicapped  most 
sui'ely  brings  happiness. 

With  these  ideah  in  view,  we 
are  constantly  striving  to  give 
the  blind,  wherever  we  find  them, 
all  possible  assistance  toward 
making  themselves  self-support- 
ing useful  citizens.  Those  of 
school  age  are  sent  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Institution  for  the  In- 
struction of  the  Blind;  those  of 
workng  age,  so  far  as  possible, 
are  given  employment ; every 
materil  aid  within  our  power  is  offered  to  those  who,  due  to  age  or 
other  limitations  outside  of  blindness,  are  unable  to  work. 

Much  effort  has  been  e.xpended  in  the  direction  of  securing  use- 
ful and  profitable  employment  for  the  blind.  A new  and  valuable  phase 
of  this  work  is  the  placing  of  our  blind  men  and  women  in  the  indus- 
tries of  their  own  communities.  This  year  work  was 
Placement  secured  in  one  of  our  local  factories  for  a blind  man. 

Almost  every  industry  of  any  size  has  one  or  more 
operations  which  a trained  blind  person  might  successfully  peifform, 
and  it  is  our  privilege,  as  well  as  duty,  to  find  these  jobs  and  place 
our  blind  people  on  them. 

Another  line  of  activity  initiated  during  the  year  is  an  effort  to 
find  a remunerative  outlet  for  the  talents  and  capabilities  of  blind 
people  professionally  trained  along  lines  of  entertainment.  The  first 
radio  entertainment  by  blind  people  here  was  given  over  W.Q.A.N., 
Scranton  “Times”  Station.  It  was  a great  success.

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We  have  given  much  attention  looking  toward  the  prevention  of 
blindness.  Reports  to  us  show  that  there  are  many  school  children 
with  defective  vision  that  should  be  provided  with  special  facilities 
for  their  education.  Their'  defect  prevents  them  from 
Prevention  keeping  up  with  those  with  normal  vision.  The  law 
of  Blindness  allows  for  such  special  classes  for  these  children,  and 


efforts  will  be  made  to  secure  these  classes  in  Scranton.  (See  Page 
13.) 

The  physicians  of  the  city  who  have  given  of  their  time  and 
ability  are  especially  to  be  commended.  Without  skilled  assistance 
the  work  of  Prevention  of  Blindness  would  be  out  of  the  question. 
The  Committee  on  Prevention  of  Blindness  is  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing: Drs.

The  following  general  report  of  Miss  Ai’line  Phillips,  Secietaiy 
of  our  Wilkes-Barre  Branch,  shows  important  initial  beginnings 
both  as  to  organized  work  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  and  as  to 
definite  effort  toward  placing  blind  people  in  indus- 
Wilkes-Barre  tries  among  the  seeing.  The  Association’s  Placement 
Branch  Representative,  Mr.  Guy  H.  Nickeson,  ten  day^ 

in  Wilkes-Barre  dufmg  the  early  part  of  December, 
1926  instructing  one  of  the  local  blind  men  in  the  art  ot  phicement 
work.  Miss  Phillips  writes:  “From  beginning  to  end,  W26  was  a 

banner  year  in  the  history  of  the  MTlkes-Bavre  Branch  of  the  enn- 
sidvania  Association  for  the  Blind. 


A phase  of  work  for  the  blind  which  had  its  beginning  in  our 
local  organization  in  1926  is  the  placement  of  the  blind  and  partially 
blind  in  the  world  of  industry  with  the  seeing.^  Two 
Placement  partially  blind  men  are  now  employed  in  a cigar'  factory 
in  a nearby  towm.  It  is  not  so  hard  to  find  employment 
for  partially  blind,  but  for  those  w'ho  are  totally  blind  the  proposition 
is  far  more  difficult.  We  believe,  however,  that  there  are  positions 
in  Wilkes-Barre  and  vicinity  w'hich  totally  blind  persons  can  fill. 

Through  the  Kindness  of  Mr.  Lea  Hunt,  our  Pr'even- 
Prevention  tion  of  Blindness  Department  Department,  in  charge 
of  Blindness  of  Miss  Anna  M.  Yeosock,  was  established  on  Decem- 
ber 1,  1926.  From  September  1,  to  December  31  ten 
persons  were  fitted  with  glasses  and  others  were  examined  and

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treated.  The  doctors  of  the 
city  are  very  helpful  in  their 
co-operation  with  this  depart- 
ment of  our  work. 

The  year  1926  closed 
with  the  best  Decembei'  on 
record,  the  cash  receipts  for 
that  month  amounting  to 
neai'ly  $2,700.00.  Our  carpet 
weaving  department  is  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  the  volume 
of  business  for  the  past  year 
showing  an  ino'ease  over  1925. 
Increased  business  means,  of 
course,  increased 
Growth  of  earnings  for  the 
Business  employees.  The 
wholesale  distri- 
bution of  rag  carpet  to  mer- 
chants throughout  Luzerne 
County,  which  is  practically  a 
new  development  of  our  busi- 
ness activities  for  1926,  has 
met  with  tremendous  success. 
The  house-to-house  solicitation 
of  orders  for  r'ag  carpet  show 
of  orders  for  rag  carpets 
shows  splendid  results,  and 
the  number  of  customers 


sending  I'ag’s  to  be  woven  is  a great  deal  laiger  than  last  yeai. 
It  is  the  testimony  of  all  whom  we  serve  that  rag  carpet  made  by  the 
blind  is  of  a superior  quality.  , ■ , . , 

Our  Home  Department,  that  branch  of  the  work  which  takes 
care  of  blind  women,  is  doing  splendid  work.  Blind  women  are  turn- 
ing out  all  kinds  of  apr'ons  and  useful  articles.  These  articles  are 
exhibited  and  sold  in  the  sales  room  of  the  Association. 

Our  tuning  department  is  most  active,  a large  number  of  pianos 
having  been  tuned.  The  publicity  given  this  department  through 
the  newspapers  during  the  month  of  December  has  undoubtedly  ac- 
complished far-reaching  results,  a fact  which  is  evident  from  the 
number  of  persons  who  have  asked  the  Association  to  send  them  a 
blind  tuner  in  Januai'y,  1927.  Intensive  publicity  will  eventually 
make  all  departments  of  our  work  increasingly  successful,  and  the 
blind  will  have  the  opportunity  to  prove  that  loss  of  sight  does  not 
necessarily  unfit  anyone  to  fill  his  place  in  the  world  of  service  and 
industry.  The  newspapers  of  this  community  are  particularly  splen- 
did in  their  co-operation,  and  certainly  deserve  our  deep  appreciation 
and  gratitude  in  bringing  the  cause  of  the  blind  to  public  attention. 

Summing  up  the  activities  of  1926,  we  have  just  cause  for  re- 
joicing over  the  progress  which  has  been  made  along  every  line  of 
our  work.  The  past  year  has  brought  to  our  work  in  Wilkes-Barhe 
the  fine  co-operation,  sympathy  and  interest  of  the  Lions  Club,  which 
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has  already  contributed,  and  will  continue  to  contribute,  to  the 
success  of  the  cause  of  the  blind.  We  now  stand  on  the  threshold  of 
1927.  Nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six  has  been  a wonde'-ful  yeai', 
but  1927  must  be  better.  Tf  we  make  it  “a  sti'ong  pull,  a hard  pull, 
and  a long  pull  together,”  1927  will  reward  our  efforts  with  the 
blessing  of  progress,  as  1926  has  done. 

From  our  Dauphin  County  Branch  comes  the  following  cheerful 
and  encouraging  report  by  its  Supervisor,  Miss  M.  Pearl  Mason : 

Before  submitting  my  report  of  the  year's  work’  on  behalf  of 
the  Dauphin  County  Branch,  I wish  to  extend  our  hearty  apprecia- 
tion to  Mr.  H.  R.  Latimer,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Association  for  the  Blind,  Inc.,  for  his  willing  and 
Dauphin  County  able  guidance  in  the  larger  purposes  for  which 
Branch  our  organization  exists.  To  the  otiicer's  and  mem- 

bers of  the  local  Board  of  Directors  we  are  deeply 
grateful  for  their  loyal  and  untiring  service.  We  are  also  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Mary  Dranga  Campbell,  Executive  Dir'ector  of  the  State  Council 
for  the  Blind,  for  her  constructive  suggestions  and  unfailing  support. 
Moreover,  we  take  pleasure  in  expressing  our  appreciation  to  the 
Har'risburg  press  for  the  inestimable  share  of  our  success  resulting 
from  the  generous  publicity  given  our  work. 

The  past  year  has  been  most  interesting  and  prosperous  for  the 
Daulphin  County  Branch.  Our  efforts  toward  placement  woi’k  have 


been  encourag- 
Placemcnt  ing.  One  man 
was  assisted  in 
opening  a news  stand  on  North 
Market  Square,  (see  page  35) 
which  he  has  been  conducting 
successfully.  A position  as 
governess  to  a blind  child  was 
secured  for  one  girl  and  her 
wo/k  in  this  capacity  has  been 
entirely  satisfactory.  Using 
Boy  Scouts  as  guides,  one  of 
our  boys  made  a house-to- 
house  canvass  for  subscrip- 
tions to  magazines,  thereby 
demonstrating  the  practicabi- 
lity of  a cour'se  in  salesman- 
ship which  he  is  taking  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Institute  for  the 
Instruction  of  the  Blind.

Prevention  observed  “An  Evening  I'or  the  Blind’’  on  April  t)lh 
of  Blindness  in  the  lobby  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Building.  The 
feature  of  the  evening  was  an  address  by  Hon  Ileni'y 
p],  Lanins,  Field  Representative  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  of 
the  Blind,  Inc.,  in  the  Lions  Campaign.  Members  of  the  women’s 
clubs  of  the  City  assisted  in  the  demonstrations  and  exhibits  port- 
raying the  various  activities  of  the  blind  and  contributed  further  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  evening  by  serving  delicious  refreshments. 
Our'  plans  for  the  year  1927  include  an  enlarged  program  for  sight 
conservation  and  prevention  of  blindness. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Association  a six  room  house  was 
secur’ed,  free  of  rent,  for  a blind  man  who  was  previously  lodged  in

the  Woi'kshop  building.  The  Association  has  also  secured  a six 
room  house  for  one  of  our  blind  women,  free  or  rent,  which 
Social  was  amply  furnished  by  local  donations. 

Service  The  blind  of  this  City  were  entertained  by  the  Cathol- 
ic Women’s  Club  on  May  24th  in  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
Hall.  An  especially  arranged  program  of  music  and  readings, 
followed  by  delightful  refreshments  made  this  an  enjoyable  evening 
for  about  25  blind  people. 

The  annual  picnic  for  the  blind  was  held  this  yeai-  in  Reservoir 
Park.  Thirty-five  blind  people  enjoyed  a picnic  lunch  and  remained 
for  the  band  concert  in  the  evening. 

The  blind  of  this  community  weie  again  the  guests  of  Mr. 
Floyd  Hopkins  at  a Christmas  matinee  entertainment  in  the  State 
Theatre. 

Chair  caning  has  been  the  chief  industry  in  ouT  Shop  during 
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tlie  year.  The  demand  for  rush  seating  has  increased  to  such  extent 
that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  train  men  for  this  parti- 
Business  cular  work  and  through  the  co-operation  of  the  State 
Activity  Council  for  the  Blind  we  were  able  to  secure,  without  cost 
to  us,  the  services  of  an  able  instructor.  Two  of  our  rnen 
received  this  training  and  since  the  last  of  August  their  entire  time 
has  been  devoted  to  rust  work,  in  which  they  are  becoming  quite 
proficient.  We  realize  from  chair  caning,  during  the  year,  $1,515.00, 
of  which  $1,196.00  was  paid  to  the  blind. 

Our  rug  sales  have  been  very  satisfactory.  We  had  on  hand 
January  1,  1926,  238  rugs,  431  were  woven  during  the  year  and 
601  were  sold,  thus  materially  reducing  our  pr'esent  stock. 

The  making  of  clothes  hampers  and  floor  brushes  are  two  new 
industries  which  have  been  developed  since  the  last  of  September  for 
our  home  workers.  Our  problems  is  to  find  a market  for  these 
great  enough  to  make  this  occupation  sufficiently  remunerative  for 
the  blind  workers. 

The  product  of  our  Women’s  Home  Department  have  decreased, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  two  women  who  did  the  most  of  this  have 
been  placed  in  homes  during  the  year. 

The  broom  and  mop  sales  show  an  advance  of  $1,000.00  over 
those  of  last  year,  due  to  the  ability  and  industry  of  our  salesmen, 
Messrs,  McCabe  and  Britcher.  The  year  1926  has  not  passed  in 
vain  for  the  blind  people  of  Dauphin  County  and  we  have  great 
hope  for  the  future. 

The  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind,  Inc.,  is  the  only 
organization  in  this  State  empow'ered  to  establish  and  operate  train- 
ing centers  for  the  Blind  wherever  necessary 
New  Branches  or  throughout  the  State.  Prior  to  1926  Branches 
Training  Centers  were  established  and  operated  at  Pittsburgh, 
Scranton,  Wilkes-Barre  and  Harrisburg,  and  an 
Office  in  Philadelphia. 

As  a consequence  of  the  excellent  educational  publicity  and 
intelligent  interest  aroused  throughout  the  State  during  1926  by  the 
Lions  Clubs  Campaign,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association,  and 
of  which  Hon.  Henry  E.  Lanius  (page  5)  w'as  the  Field  Representa- 
tive, local  committees  of  management  were  formed  for  the  operation 
of  new  Branches  in  Lancaster,  Altoona,  Oil  City  and  Johnstown,  of 
which  committees  Mr.  Milton  Michaelis,  Mr.  Daniel  Slep,  Col.  E.V.  D. 
Selden  and  Mr.  Herbert  J.  Stack  are  the  respective  Chairmen.  The 
Lancaster  County  Branch  is  to  begin  February  1,  1927,  with  Mr. 
Earl  W.  Keller',  a partially  blind  man,  as  Supervisor;  and  the  Blair 
County  Branch  is  to  begin  work  April  1,  1927,  with  Mr.  J.  Harry 
Alien,  also  a partially  blind  man,  as  Supervisor.  The  Committees 
for  the  Venango  County  Branch  and  Cambria  County  Branch  have 
not  yet  set  dates  for  beginning  actual  operations. 

The  year  1927  will  pr'obably  see  these  four  new  Branches  well 
under  w'ay  and  the  formation  of  Committees  for  the  operation  of 
Branches  in  other  important  centers:  for  it  is  the  aim  of  the 
Association,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  prevent  unnecessary  blindness 
and  to  furnish  employment  and  aid  to  blind  people  throughout  the 
entire  State.

This  privilege, 
wherever  secured  from  the 
common  carriers,  will  be  very 
helpful  to  blind  persons  whose 
business  requires  considerable 
travel,  as  well  as  to  those  who 
must  travel  for  other'  reasons, 
and  require  the  services  of  a 
guide.
